The firſt Founder, or Inſtitutor of this diſordered

inthe Territories cr Prouince of-Bycayain Spame, 1n 
the veere of our Lord God 1491. He was altogether 
vnlcarned, andchad little er no mcanes ro line. And 
therefore, to get his lining, he was conſtrayned to 
make profeflion of Armes, and toſerue as a common 
Souldier, vnder Don eAntonio Manriques Duke of 
N aiara, and then V ice-roy for the Kivg of Spaire, in 


' the Kingdome of A awarre, who lived at thattime at 


Pampelona,the Mctropolitan Citic of that Kingdome, 
which being afterwards beficged by the Frendl (who 
ayded the King of Aymarre to recouer his true and 
law full patrimonic from the vniuſt yfurpation,oppreſ- 
ſion,& tyrannie of the proud and ambitious Spaniard ) 
this /gnatizes vpon a alley out of the ſame Citie, did 


| their receine two wounds on both his knees, whereof

he halted cuer after.to his dying day : Neuertheleſle, 


bauing ( partly ) recoucred his health (though not his 
Iimbes) he repayred (as they ſay) tothe Monaſterie of 
CIMontſerrat, where (hauing madea generall confellion 
of all his forifcr ſinnes) he hanged, or offeted vp his 


 Ewordand uagger inthe ſame Church, before the ſaid 


Image, and then putting on a tong ſide coat of courſe 


 Cloath, girded about him with a coard (which was 


more hr for his necke,then his loynes)and bare-headed 
witha Vilg. imes ftafte in his hand, ſtood all the night 
of the ecu of the Fealt of the Annuntiation of the 
bletſed Virgine C1/2ry watching and praying vntothe 


' Tmage, before the Altar, tometimes ſtanding, and 


ſometimes knecJiug ; where he dedicated himſclfe 

wholly to God and her fcruice. EP 
Theſe were the firſt beginnings of hrs hypocritical] 

deuotion, related by the Jeſurres themſelues ; wherem 


they notably expreſle cither his folly, or their owne 


fraud tor willany wiſe man belicue, thata poorelame 
tuager-ftarucd Souldicr, that had nothing, but that 
which he begged from dcoore to doore, vx ouid be fo 
mad, or {otziſh, astopart with is Sword and Dagger 
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. Ignatius his Progreſſe., 3 
{ if he had any; for it is a queſtion whether he had any 
or no) for nothing ? No, no, I warrant you: for a 
Souldicr will endure much hunger and thirſt,yea,cold 
and nakedneſe before he willfell his Sword for mony, 


;nuch more, caſt it away for nothing. It 1snotas yet, 


fully ten yeeres, ſince 1 was in the ſame Church of 
AHonſerrat, where | faw a Beneditin: Monke (hew 
very many ſuperſtitions Relicks, Idols, and other fop- 
perics vnto Pzlgrimes, and other people that were 


come thither ; ſome ypondeuotion,and a blind foolith 


ſuperſtitious zeale, and others of curiolitic ( as my 
{elfe, and many more, God forgiue vs ) to ſec their 
1mpoſtures, deccits and couzenage, but I could not ſee 
TIpnatins his Sword and Dagger : whercupon I reque- 
{ted the Sacrifan, that kept thc Relickes, tolet melee 
thoſe tivo holy Brlbo-blades ; he told me that there was 
neuer any ſuch Sword or Dagger there. I ſeeming to 
wonder at the matter, ſhewed him the life of [gnatsus, 
written by Peter Ribadencira a Spaniſh leſiaite in the 
Snans/h tongue, and printed at Valladolid, . nuo 1604. 
{here 1t 1s aid, that [gnarizs left his $ivord and Dag- 
cr there. Vpcn this the Aonke ina Spansh fultian- 
| wha cryed out, No me ſe de nada de lu mentirias de los 
Temtmos: that is to fay,I carenot torthe /eſmiteslyes or 
fables. But 1t may well be, that he did put on a courſe 
coat or habit : for it isan ordinarie thing among Freers 
and P/grames fo to doe, to couer their hypocriiie, and 
toget the more money and reputation by their dificm- 
bling repentance, and countertcir mortzftication. But 
why this lunping Souldicr (ſtood ccntinell all night be- 
forethe Altar,and [mage of the Virgin Aſarie,l know 
not ? It may bc, he thought to haue ſome conference 


with the wooden Lady; and yer, I neuer heard, that 


the ſpake to any manor woman, though the hath been 
often vitited and ſaluted by many ; yea, by Kings, 


Queenes, Princes,aud all ſorts of people. But it ſeemes, | 


that Tgnatzzs being deſtitute of a lodging, tooke the

Church for an Hoſpitall. And yet1 could hardly be- 
licue ( vnleſſe a /e/zrre had reported it ) that the Sexton 
would ſuffer a poore bare Souldicr to ſtay i the 
Church all night; conlidering what great ſtcore of (i1- 
uer,and golden Veſlels,and other richand coſtly Vten- 
fels ; beltdes, almoſt an infinite number ot holy Re- 
licks,are there kept. Bur hawſocuer, he prayed ( ſay 
they ) all that night vntorhe bleſſed Virgine Afary.and 
yet not vnto her,but vnto her Image. What his praycrs 
and petitions were, we arenot fo happy as to knorr : 
for Father Ribadenerra (who wrot the Hiſtorie of his 
life) was not willing(as it ſeems)to communicate them 
vnto the world; which makes me ſuſpect that there 
was ſome hidden myſtcric in the matter, which my 


| ſhallow capaciie (1 muſt confeſſe my owne inſtihci- 


encie) cannot find out : But I dbe vehemently ſuſpeR, 
that Tpnarine made the lelte-ſame prayer,that Antolycres 
that great hypocrite, heretofore made vnto Afercryy, 
vnto whom ſacrificing. Vpon a time he praycd with 


' himſelfe very ſoftly in this manner : Grazt (0 God) 


that my theft may ſeeme charitte, and my perinries and hy- 
pocrifie truth and good conſcience. 

After that this Spam Saint had made an end of his 
prayers,therc hapncd a great wonder, and what ? Erce 
tibi terre mots, Ec. Bchold, a rerible Earth-quake ! 
Hiſtoriooraphersand Aſtrologers ſay ,that an Sarthquake 
doth portcnd or {ignihe-{ſome great cuill; and therefere 

ueſtionleſle, that Earthquake ( if there was any) did 
" atres the future miſchiete that [gnarims,and his vp- 
ſtart ſe or ſocictie, ſhould bring into the weorld,as te- 
ing deſtinated ro defend /rperſtitions,to oppugneand oppoſe 


 therrnth of the Goſpel.to ſtirre tummlts,warres,and a:ſſen- 


1801s berweene Chriſtians, to ſþill innocent Flood, to murder 
Kings & Princes,to blow vp with grun-powder whole States 
-axd Parliaments, to [wpport the K me dome of Antichriſt, 
and to perpetratea thouſand other abhominable rp 1eties. 
Inthe ſame Church, at the feltc-ſame time ( {ay the 
OR leſuntes) 
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Ignatius his Progreſſe, 5 
lefates) he obtained the gift of chaſtitie (of the wooden 
| Image it may be ) which he kept inuiolably to his lines | 
end. If this be true, why haue not tus ſweet babes,or 
diſciples the Jeſaites the ſame guift : for they hanc 
whole ſquadrons of whores and baudes at their com- 
mand ; yea, tome of them haue maricd wines. I wall 
name Father Mena(thatfamous Spani&Preacher,anda 
Teſmite )tor one ; and'therefore toſatisfic the Reader, ] 
will recite the whole hiſtorie. There dwelt in Yallads- 
lid in Spaine a Lady ( her husband being dead, and ſhe 
lett a rich widow 1n the flower of her age,& therefore - 
not like to have any more husbands; tor it 15a great 
diſhonour for any*Lady or gentlewoman inthat Coun . 
trey,that isa widow (were ſhe neuer ſoyoung)to mar- 
rie againe, and indeed there is no man of any faſhion, 
that will marrie witha widow. This Lady (I ſay) did 
alwayes reſcrt vnto good Father Mera to confelle her 
ſinnes; for he was hcr gl oftly Father,or (onfeſſor,who 
in the end fell in loue ( as it 1$the cuſtome among the 
Teſmites) with his prettie penitent or ghoſtly chuld : but 
he could not by any meanes, get her to yeeld vnto his = 
filthy luſt ; for ſhe told h1m, thatno man living ſhould 
haucthe vie of her Lody,but her husband. CA7era lee- 
ing her conſtant refolutfon to be tuch,that he could not 
preuaile, began totry another way to aſſault her chaſti- 
cie;& therfore he ſued to haue her to his wifc, alleaging 
many proofes out of the holy Scriptures, and Fathers, 
that Prieſts and Jeſzires might have, wines, 28 well as 
other men; and that God did neuecr forbid marriage, 
but did allow of 1t,& withall recommended it, yea,that 
the firſt miraclethar our Sautonr did, was ata wedding . 
in Canaaoft Galely, andlaftly,thatthe reftri on or re- 
ſtraint of Prieſts mariage, was buta politicke conſtitu- 
tion ſprung vp of late yeeres. Withtheſe,and many 
other proofes and reaſons, heperſwaded herinthe end - 
to become his wife; but with this pro»f/o, that neither 


_ of them both, ſhould rencale the matter toany lining 
B 3 man, 
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man. And thereupon, within a ſhort time afrer, they 
both,diſguiling themlelues, went to ſome poorePreeft, 
and were maried, and lived many yeeres after. In the 
end, this Lady fell hcke of a burning feauer, and being 


(in herowne non ) paſt all hope of recouerig, be= 


2anto be wondetfully perplexed in mind, that ſhe had 
lead ſuch alife with Father 4exa,yerily belicuing, that 
if ſhe ſhould dye in that morrtall ſinne(as ſhe imagined) 
without confeſſion and abſolution, that ſhe ſhauld be 
damned : for ſhe thought Father Afene could not for- 
giue her that haynous offence, becauſe he had a hand 
therein himſelfe. And thercfore out of a {ſcrupulous 
aud timarous conſcience, the ſent ſecretly & vaknowne 
to ena, tor another graue Freer,of another Order,to 
heare her confeſſion, and to adminiſter ſome ſpirituall 
comfort vnto her, in that poore eſtatewherein ſhe then 
was. The Frey being come, and percciuing howthe 
caſe ſtood, would not abſolue her of the fact, vnlefle 
' ſhe would reueale all Father Afena's proceedings vnto 
. ſome of her owne, and her husbands neareſt kinred in 
his preſence, and defire them to forgiue her fault, and 


'teuenge her wrongs ; for he durſt not diſcouer the . 


. matter; becauſe it was reuealed vnto him vnder the 
' Seale of Confeſhion,as they tearme it : albeit he would 


haue the Je/as:or diigraced, becauſe he loucd them not. 


The Lady ( ſeeing there was no other remedy ) was 
contented, and did as he aduiſed her. W hereupon her 
friendsand kinſfolkes vnderftanding how ſhe was not 
onelyabuſed in her honor and reputation by the Jeſute, 
but alſo cheated of the beſt part of her eſtate, being 
enraged, like men out of their wits, complayned vnto 
the Inqusſitson-Howſe, and cauſed good Fathcr Aſena to 
be apprehended and jayd in ſafe cultody, who veric 
ſtoutly ſtood to histacklings, and offered to proue the 
mariage lawfull. The Jefwres ( ſeeing the honor and 


reputation of their Order to be called in queſtion, and 


aughtily ſhaken by allthe other Orders, and —

of Friers,their mortail ecmies,and the Ladies triends, 
who with tooth and nalle proſecuted the matter againſt 
Father Mera) perſwaded both the King and [nqui/itors 
that Father Aſena was frantiek,and requeſted that they 
might have him into their cuſtody to be dealt withall, 
and puniſhed asthey ſhould {ee caule,accordingto ma- 
ny graces and priuledges then-rofore granted vnto 
them by ſeuerall Popes. In fine,the King and the [nqss- 
fſitors, at the requeſt (or rather command) of the Popes 
Legat or Nantes (whom the Teſuites had formerly an- 
nointed in the fi{t) and withall,tor tcare of giuing 1can- 
dall,if Proteftants (whom they call Heretickes)ſhould 
haue notice thercof, gaue order that Father Mena 
ſhould be ( inthe night time ) conueyed ſecretly vnto 
the Jeſnites Colledge, which 1s called ( aſa profeſſa. So 
that by this meanes the matter was huthed vp, andthe 
Ladyes friends,yeaall other men commanded to keepe 
filencc. W hat became of him aftcrwards, I could neter 
know : but it is thought that they conueyed him vnto 
{ome other of their Colledges in ſome foraigne King- | 
dome or prouince :for it wasthen publickly reported, 
that the reſt of the /e/wites new of the mariage as well 
as Meya, and that they had all the money that he had 
fromher,to the vic of their Colledge. As for the Lady 
the recouered her health, and became a religious Vane 
afterwards,asI was told. This was inthe yecre 1607, 
asfarreas I can remember. I feare me that if diligent 
inguiſition were wade, and the truth knowne, there ' 
would be ſome Engi1h Ladies and Gentlewomenfound * 
robe maricd vnto /e/arres,and very many that haue had 
Baſtards by them ; ſpecially, ſuch as haue any good 
eſtatcs or portions, whereof many they conuey ouer 
into Flanders, Brabant,and other Countreys to be [eſui- 
reſſecand Nunnes,and there Couzen and deceinethem of 
almoſt all thatthey haue. F oras I came not many veres 
agcethrough Liege,n City lying Lcrweene Brabant and 
Galick/and, and beheld a veric fuinptuous Colledge 

which 
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which the £ng4/h Je/wirer built there,and hard by that, 
two Houſes or Cloylters of Englih Teſueteſſes, 1 re- 
membred me of that Apothegme, or ſaying of He 
the fourth, King of France,our gratious Queensfather ; 


- who riding vpon a time-neere vnto two ſumptuaps 


Cioyſters;the one of Friers,the other of Nunnes,ftood 
fiill a while to view the ſtrucure of them, and in the 
cnd (\miling vpon his Nobles ) taid ; Voyla la grange, 
& icy tes batenrs,rthat 1s to ſay, There u the Barye (poin- 
ting with his tinger at the NVannerie) andthere dwell the 
Thraſhers,meaning the Friers. And furely T might haue 


ſpokenas much of the Englis/b leſxires and Teſzateſſes at 
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Liege. But now let vs returne to lame/gnatine, trom 
whom we arealittle digrefled. f: 

In the ſame Church az Monferrar he had many diwine - 
renelations, and among the reſt, the bleſſed Virgine Marie, 
with the child leis appeared vnto him, at whoſe ſight, the 
holy man receued many diume and heauenly conſolations. 
F thinke this Spaniard hauing prayed fo long vnto the 
Virgines Image ( which is made there with her Sonne 
in her Armes ) did that night dreame of the wooden 
Godciſe, from whom he recciued ſuch ſweetand hea- 
uenly conſolations , for at hu firft comming into this 
Church, he dsſciplin' d or whipt himſelfe enerie night verie 
prerifally. Intruth 1 doe verily belteue,thatthole ſtripes 
or laſhes, were very gentle, & our Spaniard farre more 
indulgent vnto himlcife,than the /eſasres doe report of 
him. But if I had been there with a good cudgell in m 
hand, I would have fobaſted his Span hide, that he 
ſhould haue euer-after refrained,and abſtained from 
ſuchdiſcipline or exercite. 

Another time he w.s (6 perplexed or troubled in mind, 
that be wiſhed he had a dog 16 be his Precepror or T eacher, 
to comfort his tr oubled 91d, whom he would w//mngly fol- 
low and obey. Had he not 17ofes,& the Prophets,or the. 
Enangeliſts, and Apoſtles? Did God vic to appoint 
dogstoinfiructand comfort his Seruants? Now yon

proud Jeſaites,perceiue younot by what good Teacher, 
or Malter, your Set was firſt inſtituted ? 7 ay 4s be 
ws t3 thu perplexitie, he was about tocaſt himelfe heaalong 
downe,and to breake his necke. I would he had;tor it had 


\ been the beſt deed thareucr he did. I thinke the Diuell , 
hindred him for ſome greater euill : for if he had caſt 


himſelfe away in that melancholicke moad, Gods 
Church, nor the Chriſtiaa Common-wcalth had not 
beene ſo perſecuted and perturbated by his infernall {o- 
cictic. Another time he knew not what ts aike of God. In 
the end he determined with himſelfe not to eat or drinke, 
vntill he had obtained of God tranquilitie or qusetneſſe of 
rd. Now, tif this be not to tempt God ? 1 know not 
what itistotemprt him. Within awhile after ( 1 thinke 
it wasthe two and thirticth day of December, in the 
ſixtie ſixe yecres of the.xaigne of Don Pheb:0, King of 
the Fairesand Vrepia ) our Spaniſb-leather Saint had a 
ainine renelation of the bleſſed Trinitie,as he ſtood vpon 4 
pare of ftatres in the Dominican Friers Church, where he 
was reciting the hourely prayers of the bleſſed Virgin Marie, 
whioh the Papiſts call, horx beatr Mariz Virginis. 
which Viſion,he ſaw verieplasxly and apparently,the bleſſed 
T rinitie,and therefore all the reft of that day,he could newer 
thinke or ſpeak of any other thing,but of thebleſſed Trini- 


ldems ried. 


ldem. 


tie. Whereupon (ay they ) he wrot averie godly Booke of 


the bleffed Trimtie. But it ſecmes that 1t was ſtuffed 
with ſuch pictie,and learning,that the /eſasresarcafha- 
med to publith it. eAgaine 52 the ſame Church of Mon- 
ſcrrat,at another time when the Sacrament was elexated 


and ſhewed vntothe people to be worſhipped, he ſaw vere 


plainly the werie body of our Sanonr icins Chrift, true 
God and true Man, really and totally contained therew. 
Oh Lord,I befeech thee forgiue me, that 1 doc reheai le 
theſe their horrible blaſphemies and lyes. Thc holy

Hauing now (though briefely ) related vato you ew 1h1d,c.8. 
ſome of thoſe diuine Reuelations, that this Sparyh 
Souldier [gnatixs recetued from Heauen, 1 will giue 
you now a talt of his miracles,and ſpirituallexcrcitcs, 
which he wrot in a Booke, which the /e/artes report, 
to hauc done verie auch good to the Chriſtian Com- 
mon-wealth, in the reformaticn and amendment of 
«| their former wicked liues. As for my part, I coukd ne- 
ucr ſee ſuch reformation among them. t or I haue ſeene | 
in Rome it (cite, where Ignatius lined many yeeres, and 
where the /e/#3res haue c1ght Colledges,and are more in 
number than 500 perſons{(in the ſpacc of three months 
that I lived there ) more wickedncefle committed, than 
can be creaibly beltcued, to hane becn done in Sodowe, 
in many yeeres. And that this is true, I referre my 
{elfe to rhe cenſure and report of atiy indifterent Tra- 
ailer, that hath becn there. 1 omit to ſpeake, how 
wellthe /e/uires haue reformed all other Italians, Spa- 
niards, Portugals, French, Banarians, and other Nati- 
. ons, among whom they dwell, and with whom they 
doe daily conucrſe. Hath thepreaching, inſtructions, 
admonition,reproofcs,or good examples of theſe holy 
Fathers, made theſe Nations bettcr ?

diflembled for the preſent, by reaſon of the time and place 
(the did very wiſciy,and therein I commcnd her wir.) 
But when the Sermon was enaed, (herepaired home, and 
related all that (|-e had ſeene inthe ( hurch vnto her huſband 
(who was aright noble Gentleman,but blind andrequeſted 
him to ſend preſently for the Sawnt , and to cauſe him to be 
brought thither. Who bemg come, and having aimed with © 
them, began to mſtruct and exhort them to liue vertuouſly

Tpnatius,was taken out, and abſtrated (for the moſt 
part)ofthe authenticall Relation made by ( ardinall de 
Monte, inthe Coni.ſtory beforePope Gregory the 15. 
on the ninth day of Ianuary 16 2 2. alittle before his 
Canonization, and by him tranſlated into Engliſh. AC- 
mitable ! Kings and Princes, and a Cardinall muſt in- 
tercead vnto the Pope,nay,the 7e/xite-mulſt pay,bc fore 
this lame ſouldicr be ſanRified. They = the Pope to 
ile after, the 
Pope and all they,are glad to pray vnto thisnew ſan&ti- 
fied creature,to pray vnto Godfor them. Yea, they 
pray thethe poore lame French-Spanyh ſouldicr, that 
they may be defended from all euill, and obtaine cuer- 
lafting life through his merits: for they do vie in their 
prayers to ſay ,por merita ſantts patru Ignaty, propitines 
efto nobis domine : Be mercifull vnto vs © Lord for the 


Pope that Canonized {gnatirs, and alſothoſe Princes, 
thar ſo earneſtly ſaed and requeſted his holineſſe to 


 fandtitie him,may be fitly compar'd vnto an image ma- 


ker,or a picture-drawer. They now adore and pray vn- 
to him, who was Canoniz'd Saint by one of them, and 
at the earneſt requeſt and entreaty of the reſt. The 
Image caruer orpicture drawer, makes an image or ' 
piRure for ſome Lord or _— , or any other perſon, 
that will buy 1t,andafterwards, as well the maker, as 
the buyer do fall downe and worſhip ir, yea, pray 
vnto It. 7 

Thes holy Sawnt Ignatius was (as they ſay) exer very 
precife and carefull to maimtaine and hold ks aoftrine of 
the Church of Rome, as a true {choller of the Angelical 
Dofor Thomas Aquinas,a Dominican Frier, (for hee 
ncuer cared for the Evangelicall Doctrine of Chriſt) 
rerer nirig eare to any new ſangled opinions, (heemeanes 
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the Goſpell) efpecialy about the ſacred myſteries of onr 


faith, which he [o firmely belcened (ſaith M.Kineſman) 


that he was wany, to ſay. That although there were no 
Scripteres for hy warrant, yet was hee ready with all hous 
heart to ſuffer deathin defence of the ſame faith ; for God 
had imparted and renealed/omuch vnto him, while he was 
at Monreſa. | 

Such is the blindneſſe, and peruerſe nature of theſe 
Papiſt,rhatthey care not to caſt themſclues away both 
bodies and ſoules, to maintaine their owne ſupcrftiti- 
on, and Idolatrie ; yea ſo litfle 5egard and reſpet doe 
they make of the holy Scripturgg that they compare it 
toalecaden rule,and a noſe of waZ,theſeaid ſuch other 
blaſphemous namesand tearme$Þþlo they giue vnto the 
{ſacred word of God, making farre more account of 
their fooliſh, rediculous,ablurd, and wicked Tradsts- 


075, than of the Word of Life. Hee was wont to ſay 


(faith he)That if there were no Scripturesfor his war= 
rant,yet he was(torſooth) ready withall his heart to 
ſufter death in defence of the ſame faith. Here isa very 
wiſe Apophthegme of [gnatins;T hat though there were ns 
Scripture for warrant of hu fatth, (no more there was 


. not ; for all the Paprſts4n the world,cannotproue their 


faith,to bee the true Chriftian Catholike faith by holy 
Scripture, for it is quiteagainſt them,and not for them; 
aud that isthe reaſon, why they cannot abide the holy 
Scripture; for well they wot, it is thetrue touch-ſtone, 
whereby ſuperſtitious-and 1dolatrous hypocrites and 


- heretickes, are tried and dilcerned from the true pro- 


feſſors of Gods holy word : yet ſo much did God re- 
ueale vnto [gratis at onreſa. Belecue it who liſt that 
this man had any diuine reuelations : for my part, I 
thinkethe other part ofthe ſtory more likely, which 
fayes, hee had ſecret conference with the diuell, as 
others of. his ſucceſſors the /eſwiresdaily haue. 

His miracles were very many (as they ſay) where-

Venice, (and deſtiiate of alodging, and therefcre con- 
ſtrained to make w/e of S.Marics place inſtead of an Inne) 
Acertaine Scnator (1 know not hisname, for my Au- 
thor,as it ſeemes, vi as not willing to have him know ne) 
being faft a ſleepe,was vpon a ſndaaine awaked by one that 

ake vnte him in this manner : art thon ({aid he )delicate- 
ly cloathed in thine owne houſe ? and doth my (ernant lye 13 
a porch halfe naked ? deft thou lye vpou a ſoft coſtly bed ? 
and doth he lye vpon the hard ground ? whreupon hee aroſe 
vp preſently,and went ont of doores running here and there: + 
Inthe end, hee found the Spaniard lying wpon the cold 
hard ground whom he bronght home to his houſe, and en- 
tertamed him very courteoufly. It ſuch friuitors and 
rediculousthings were written of D. Z27ariim Lather, 
Calain, or Bcza, the leſnites would ncuer leaue ſcof- 
fing and laughing at vs,and yet they are not aſhamed to 
- write theſe and other things, both prophane,abſurd, 
rediculcus,yeaalſo incredible,of their halting Patron. 

Tpnatins his returne from Jeruſalem to: Spaine, as 
morethen miraculous : For there were three ſhips in the 
Iſte of Cyprefſe ; whereof one carryed Turkes, another 
Venetians ; into the which,the Aafter of the ſhip would 
not let Tenatins enter , whereupon hee was conſirained to 
embarks himſclfe in the other ſlip being but a ſmall rotten 
veſſe!l, But what happened 7 The ſip that carried the 
Turkce S,together with all the paſſengers, were ſuncke (bc- 
cauſe itſeemes, /gnatirzs would haue itſo) the other that 
carried the enetians,runmng agarnf} a rocke, was ſplit in 
peeces,andall the goods loſt (as the ſhip that carried S. 
Paul ) but the paſſengers were ſanea.The fripthat carri- 
ed Tenatius was ſaned,but yet with much adoe, which 
was atthe prayers and irftercefſion of the holy mian of 
God. W hatcredit is to bee giuen vnto theſe fables, I 
leaue 1t tothe diſcreere Reader to conſider.

Bat ſeeing it cannotbe, 
I would aduertiſethe gentle Reader to ſuſpence his be-= 
m_ hereof, till hee haue ſome more credible wit-

Now to returne to our Spaſþ Saint againe ; a cer- 
taine father, being tranſported with collor, ſpake ma- 
ny vile and contumacious words againſt /gnarins ; but 
the holy man in his maſſe poured out many feruent 
and inſtant prayers and tearcs vato God to forgiue 

 lim,crying out vntothe Lord, /gno/te domine,parce do- 
mine : forgiue 'him © Lord, ſpare him © Lord : vato 
whomthe Lord anſwered (7 know nor whether ont of 
the wafer,or by renelation) permit me; that I may re- 
venge thy cauſe; for I my ſelfe will be thy reuenger, 

and [0 it fell out afterwards,that as the ſame father was in 

a certaine (hnrcb vpon a time wor(hipping the Relicks of 
Saints, he ſaw among the bleſſed and 4 ih the face 


f 
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of man,beholding him with a very fierce grym countenance, 
threatning him with a ſcourge in hu hand,vrleſſe he would 
ſubmit himſelfe to holy Tgnatius. I would willingly 
know jhe name of this father ; for there are many ta- 
thers,and alſo the name of y Towne,& Church, where 
this miracle happened ; and w ithall, what Satats bones 
thoſe were : for I will giue no more credit to /gnatins, 
and his /eſavtes,than to Plantar his ſcruants, 

e A nnother time ({ay they) at Pari$in France, amar 
being vehemently enraged agginſt Ignatius, came vpa 
paire of ſtaires towards l gat chamber ,of purpoſe to 
mwurderhim. But before he came at him, he heard a voyce 
ſaying wnto him, - Infelix quid facis ? O wreched man 
what mecaneſt thou to do*Wherenpon the party being ſtroken 
with feareand trembling ,asfift ed from hu wicked purpoſe, 
And I pray you, might not the Spanz/h Souldier,or one 
of his companions, that knew the mans intentand pur=- 
poſe, ſtand in a darke corner, and ſpeakethe ſame 
words ? 
 Energumenum quendam ſermone ſuo liberauit, hee 
healed one that was poſſeſſed with a deuill, with his 
, very words, ina certaine holy Monaſterie (I thinke it 
was in 7topia) nay Ribadeneirafaith,thar he was fami- 
liarly acquainted with the partie before that the deuill 
was caſt cut of him,and afterwards. And therefore l 
do ſuſpe&t that Ignatierand his Teſuites did ſuborne 
that man to faine himſclfe to be poſſeſſed with an cuill 
ſpirit, becauſe that /pnatizs ſhould worke miracles. 
But before I proceede any farther, Iwilltruely relate 
vnto you, what I my ſelfe haue ſcene in /ra/y. Inthe 
yecre I 6 10. I wasſentby an Honourable man anda 
priay Coancellor in this land, to Rometo learne (if I 
. could) whatthe Earle of Tyro= (who was then fled 
thither out of ſreland) did entend to do. And fo tra- 
uailling through France towards taly, IT onertookea 
French man and his wife,that were trauailling likewiſe 
into /raly, vpon deuotionto ſee Rowe and Loretro (as

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they ſay) they carryed two litle packes of ſmall wares, 
the greateſt part thereof was pictures andlitie Images 
of Popiſh Saints, with this couple (among many o- 
ther Trauaillers) did I cate and drinke at ſeucrall times 
in our lodging betweene Monlin in Bowrbownow and 
Lyonsin France, But becauſe they were not able to 
keepe me company, I left them betweene Lyons and 
Grenoble,and afterwards paſling ouer the eZlpes, 1 re- 
paired to Venice where I wasto receice further di- 
re&ijons in my affair Fn. thence, hauing diſpatched 
my buſineſſe, I trauWﬀ& towards Rome, taking my 
10urney through Loreto, and the Territories of Anco« 
24,and in the end,h:uing croſs'd the eAppenine hils, 1 
came toa Towne called Cita (aftel/ana, which is built 
ypona highrocke, neere the riner Tyber, notaboue 
thurtie mylcs (as farre as I cannow remember) from 
Rome ; where paſſing ouera bridge,l {awe a multitude 
of peopleat alitle Chappell, which was builtthere on 


the plaine,and drawing ne@ethe Chappcll,to ſee what. 


the matter was, 1 <fpicd the fame French woman 
(which I left bcehinde mee with her husband neere 
Lyons)hcld by fiueor fixeluity Fryers, and annother 
old reuerend Fryer conturing a deuill out of. her. x

that ablinde bluzard might perceme hcrtobe aſtran- 
erand nonaturall /ralian. She made melaugh to ſee 
- throw and ſhakethe Fryers of her, asa Bull boyts 
vp dogges when he is baited; and the cheating Rogues 
made as it they were notable to hold her : nay, when 
the Conturer did but touch her withthe fole or with 
ſome of his rotten Relikes, the bones of ſome of the 
Popes Sodomirecall Saints ( which they affirme to hauc 
great vertue and power againſt euill ſpirits) the roared 
| cout 
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_outlike adeuillindeed. The multitude that ſtood by, 
, admired how tne deuill ſpoke [raliax in a French wo- 


man, who (as they thought) had beene neuer in [raly 
before. Afreswards thispolletſed creature eſpicd me, 
and for fearc T ſhould ſpeakeany thing againſt her (as 
I thinke) ſhee would bee ſue toaccuſe mee firſt; and 


therefore ſhe called me in French, Hugonor, athd Here- 


que, and bad meeþbegone preſcntly ; the people not 
knowing vnto whom ſhee ſpoke, nor what the had 
ſpoken,inadeno more accoant of, her words than of a 
D emonical creatare:but I haning lo faire a warning g1- 
ten me,{toleaivay privately, and went on my tourney 
towards Rome, leauing herand the Fryers together 


 withthe nuititude at the ſame Chappell. 


Abouttwo yearesafterwards,I had occaſion of bu- 
{ineſle,zo gofrom Genenato Luſana'a Proteltanttowne 
inthe territories of Berne in Swizer/and, and being in 
my lodging at the ſigne of the Golden Lyon, this 
French-xroman and her husband together withanother 
companion came ing and called tor wine and ſome 


- meat for their dinner, and fate atthe chd of: the table 


where I was in company with three other menat dt- 
ner. Her husband was turned Tugler, and ſhe and the 
other Mate that was withthem, played the Monte-, 
bancks or Quak-faluers. They ſpake /ratzan together, 
and litle imagined thatT either vnderfiood them, or 
had ſeene herat Cira Caftetaraamong the Fryers. In 


the end I asked her in /ra/zan how the farher ( oninrer - 
and the reſt ofthe Fryersthere did? Arthe firſt ſhee 


ſtood amazed ,as not knowing what to ſay : arthc laft 
ſhe defired me to hold my peace, + and ſhee wouldtell 
me afterdinner,agd make melaugh..Iſtayedthere vn= 
till my company were gone abroad, (for it was the 
mart,or fairetime) And then ſhe.came vnto me, . and 
cold me, that (he was ſuborw'd by the Fryers, tofaine 
her ſetfe poſſefſed of a deuill,and that the had done the 
like in many other places for money ,and that it wasan 
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ordinary thing foto do ; to maintaire as wellthe cre- 
dit and reputation of the holy Image of our Lady 
which is in that Chappell ; as alſo of that oid Fryer, 
whois there much honoured for his ſanctity of life, 
and for caſting out of deuils : proteſting withall that 
ſhe meant no hurt vnto ne, when ſhe called me Hxgo- 


: potand Heretiche neither would(faid ſhe) any man be- - 


leeue my words ; for they imagined that it was the 
deuil} (whom they ſuppoſed tobe in mee) that did 
ſpeake : for when the ſuppoſcd ſpirit was caft out, 1 


 wasſchool'd to counterfeit my ſelfe to be as weake as 


water,and ignorant of the place where I was, or what 
happened vnto me, and withallnot to ſpeake a word of 
Italian. Moreouer ſhe told me, that ſhe had a great 
deale of money giuen her forthe ſpace of one whole 
yeare,vpon thefight of letters teſtimoniall that ſhee 
hal ginenvnto her from thoſe. Fryers, and the Magi- 
firates of that Towne. And withall intreated me ve- 
ry carneſtly not to reucale the matter, to any in that 
Towne,or in any parts of France: and thereupon ſhe 
gaue'me two Chriſtall glaſſes worth ſcauen oreight 
thilling forafayring. 1 meane fuchlitle Criſtall gia(- 
{es,as Papiſtsdo vie to weare at out their necks, with 
an eAgnrs Dezincloſed betweenerhem. 

Bur let vs returne once againeto the Spari/h Souldier: 
eAcertaine young man, whbſe name was Mathew, beirg 
poſſeſſed (asthey lay) with aaenill, ana hearing that lgna- 
rius Wa5 to come home very ſhortly (for he was gone out 
of Rome )to expel! the euill ffiri out of him,he (or rather 
the denill in him,who racked and tormentedhim very pitti- 
fully)erycd out, ſaying : Ns mi nominetis Ignatinw, 
guem ego miniciſſimum habeo,omniumg, hoſiem efeſt1(ſi= 
mum, ec.that isto ſay, do not name Ignatius vnto-mee, 
who is of all other men my greateſt enemze. Ignatius be- 
mg come home and wnder ſtanding by his deſciples theother 
Teſuites, whathad happened in his abſence, ſent for the 
young man,and conferred with him prinately; but no may 


knew 
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knew what ſecrete conference they had : and afterwards 
changing his name,called him Fryer Baſil, and ſent him a- 
way to lead an hermits lifein ſome wilderneſſe.Qucſtion- 
I:fle /gnattzs (becauſe he would be femons for mira- 
cles) tubtcrn'd this yerrg Spaniard, to ccunteifeit 
himſelfc to bce poſſeſied of a deuill, andafter wards, 


for fcareleſt any man ſ},culd cnquire more curicufly _ 


ofthe ſuppoſed miracle, he conteyed him away into 
ſcme remote Cctntty, andchargd his name. This 
that followes is a groſler lye thanthe other. er Padua 
(ſaith he )« certaire Italian ſonldier, and a very [mpte fel- 
low,who hnd nentr ſeene Ignatius his face, beirg poſſeſſed 
with a aenill,and contured by certaine jr ers, beganm the 
end to Sfeake of Igratius,end topaint and deſcribe him out 
ſo linely, that father Laymes the leſnite (of whoyy my au- 
ther heardit )did wonder and admwethereat.This pcore 
fmpleknave was Iikewife ſubbern'd by the Jeſwrrres, 
for ſome {mall reward, toplay the counterfeit as the 
other did. et Drepenc n Sicilia,acertaine EXaid, 
which was tormented and wvexed with a denill, being de- 
manded by a holy Prieſt (inthe preſence of many great 
per/onages) if ſve knew Ignatius, ard where hewas, the 
derill anſwered him, that Tgratius his enemie was dead, 
ana hss (oule in keauen, among the reſt of thoſe that had

Theſe blaſphe- 
mous Impoſtores to the end to _ their Spaniſh - 
fouldier with Chrilt,areneither a feard or aſhamed to

rexe? x hat have we todo with thee,thou Iclus of \ 4- 
zeteth; by that mcanes to.confound the verity of the 
Goſpell,with their filthy ſtinking yes.

And 
therefore they returned into Fraxce, a richer Country 
anda better clymate; from whence, within ſome few 
yeares after,all their ſcciety was expulled, - for being - 
Spiesand Traytors, and common perturbers of the 
publicke peace and proſperity of the Land. 

Hauing related vnto you the beginning of this wic- 
ked ſociety ofthe leſwites, and of their founder,or firft 
Inftitutor,and of hislying miracles, Iam come now 
to their particular Colledges and religions houſes 1 all 
partsof the world,beginning firſt with Evrope, and af- 
terwards with the Inazes, wherein] ſkallbe as bricte 
asI can : for I willnot muchinſiſt ypon the 7e/nrtes 
impudent intruſion into many townes,and Cities, and 
by force expulſing of ſome other poore Fryers ont of 
their Couents, Schoele-maſters from free Schooles, 
Students from their Colledges in many Vniuerlſittes, 
and poorefolkesfrom Hofpitals,and Almes-houſcs,to 
make roomeand place for them to build their proud 
magruticent - and ſumptuous Colledges, whereof I 
could name not a few : But I will giuc you a true { at4- 
Done of the places where they haue Colledges, or any 
other religious houſes ;becaiiſe I would not willingly 
weary the Reader with any tedious diſcourſe.

The Colledge which they call Domns Profeſſa, is a 

 honſe, wherenone dothreſide,but ſuchasare profeſſed 
Iefuites. And whereasall other onkesand Friers ( for 
the moſt part ) after ſuch time as they haue beene a 
whole yeere, in a Religious Houſe vpon approbation 
or tryall, doe make their profedion, that isto ſay, they 
make three ſolemne vcwes vpontheir knees, in the 
Charch,beforethe High-Altar, and thereupon they re- 
celue the Sacrament. Theig firſt vow is Obeatence vnto 
their Superiours, the ſecond, wiltull Pozerrie,that is,to 
poſſcfle no money in particular : the third, to liue cheſt- 
þ : and then they are profeſſed Fryers, and can neuer be 
put away out of that Order, vnleſle it be to ſome infe- 
riour Medrcart Order. The leſuitesare firſt of all two 
yeeres vpon approbation, or tryall, and then (if they 
like them, and that they.are willing to perſcuere) they 
make thoſe three vowes, and one more, which is onely 
proper vnto them , and not to any other Order of 
Aonkes,or Fryers whatſocuer ; that is to lay ,they vow 
tatrot whereſoeuer the Pope, or their Superiours will ( if it 
were to the worlds end) without any viaticum,or money 
to defray their charges. T hele vowes they call vota ſimpli- 
cia; for their Superiours can difpentt with them, at 
their pleaſures, and may turne any man ou: of the ſoci- 
etic, albeit he had beene twentie yeeresin the Societie, 
vnlcfle he be one of the number of the profeſſed Teſwirs; 
vnio which dignitie,none can be admitred,but thoſe of 
whoſe F1i/edeme, Secrecie, Conftancie, and Fidelitie they 
haue had long tryall and experience yea, a man may be 
twentie yeeres in the Socictic, and yet altogether igno- 
rant of the myſterie of their Order ; becauſe they re- 
ueale that vnto none, but vnto thoſe that they receue 


luto the number of the profeſſed /eſaires, For if wy 
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zF  lgnatius hs Progreſſe, 

of the Socictic ( before ſuch time that he make his ſe- 
cond profc ſſion, and be receiued into thatnumber) doe 
commit any publike crime tending to the diſgrace of 
the Socictie, they will, for their o;vne reputationſake, 
turne. him away, and ſay that he was not of their Or- 
der; but one that lined among them, vpon tryall : and 
the like doe they ſay of thoſe that turne Proteſtants, 
and embrace the truth of Gods Word ; which is a 
great policic, and not vied by any other Ionkes, or 
Pryers, but onely by them. Theſe profeſſed Jeſwitesare 
imploycd in hearing Confeſſions, ſaying of Maſles, 
Preaching, and Writing, or elſe plotting the aduance- 
ment of the Spane Monarchy. 

The Houſe of Approbarion, is a Colledge, where 
their Nowces are mewed vp for thoſe firſt two yeeres, 
to try and prooue, if they be fit members to be enter- 
tayned into /gnatizs Conclaue. This Houle is governed 
likewiſe by a Refer, Swb-ReFor, and ſome fourc other 
profeſſed /eſwates. 

A Semnarie, is a Houſe, or Colledge, where they 
boord, and inſtruct Noble-men, Gentle-men,and rick- 
mens Children. So infatiable 1s their conetouſnefle, 
that were they neuer ſo rich, yetthey thinke they haue 
neuer enough : for the more they haue, the more they 
couet, according to that of the Poet.

Laſtly,their houſe of Refiderce, is a priuate houſe 
inthe Country where they haue Lands,or elſe in ſome 
Towne or City where they intend to build a Colledge, 
and are in hope to enrich themſclues in future times : 
where theſe haly fathers will atthe firſt line ſo denout- 

1y,and religiouſly, inthe ſight of the world, thatthe 
. fooliſh doting people will imaginethem to bee ſome 
.Saints deſcended from heauen : And rhereupon one 
guuesthema place to build a Colledge,another timber, 
another 
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Tonatius his Provreſſe. 5'9 
another bricke or ſtones, ſome one thing, ſome ano- 
ther ; yea, the pooreſt tradſeman in the Towne will 
ſpare ſomething,to beltow vpon the holy Je/#tes, nay 
rather than faile, he will pinch his belly, wrong his 
backe, pawne his goods, or borrow money to contri 
buteto ſopious a worke,asto builda Colledge for /e- 

ſ«s Chriſts Companions. But when their Colledge 
and Church is built, and well furniſhed with wealth 
and reuenues,they will requite their benefacors,as the 
eager did the Hen, that hachtit, or the Wolfe the 
Goatthatnouriſfh'd it, which denour'd them both. 
W kereof the Citizens of Riſſel! otherwiſe called 
L yſlein Flanders had not many yeares 2po0e a wofull 
experience of the Jeſuites tngratitude, as you may ſee 
1 my laſt printed Treats/e. Toe F 

Neuertheleſſcthele Phars/aicalt fathers doe very 

Thraſdsicaiy vrag,that their {ociety or order, was di> 
uinely ordained and inſtituted by God, (at the prayers 
and intercefſions of $. Peter) to purge and reforme the 
Church from all errors and Hereſfje, and to. conuert 
ſiunefull and wicked Herericks and prophane T mrkes 
and Heathess to the knowledge and true worſhipping 
of theall powerfull and TImmortall God. But their 
lues,proceedings, and do:trine haue beene quite con= 
trary. I would know of theſe great Reformer-,if [ta- 
ty, Polard, Germany, Franse, Spaine, Portngall, I pther- 
lang,and many jr Popiſh Countries, where the /c- 
ſu#ites doliue (or rather raigne) are now any better Re- 
formed than they were, when lame [gnatius lined ?

[anftlimonie coligenaam granteer, ſe puniant, permyulcum 
vigilent dintrſſime iermment, &c. That is to ſay; Among 
the Ieponiarns{ our Antipoges )there arc ſome Religious 
men, who to purchaſe themſeluesa great reputation of 
ſanctimonie,or holineſſe of life, doe puniſh, or chaſtiſe 
themſclues verie much ; and doedaily watchand faſt, 
and withall doe vfe and exercile themſclues to medita-- 
tion, for their owne profit ſake (and lodoe the leſates) 
inſomuch that ſometimes they doe as if they were in- 
ſpired with the ſpirit of God (asthe people do belieue) 
prophecie,and fore-tell many things: and therefore are 
reputed of all men to be honeſt and godly men, eſpeci- 
ally becauſe.in defence of their Idols,they ſtickenor,or 
make anyſcrupleto ſuffer death.

Laſtly, they gine many Pardons ad Indulpences to 
thoſe that will be liberall to their Societie. 
Now letany tuditious man conferrethis ſuperſtitions

But before I draw toa concluſion, I muſt once againe 
retreat towards /gzatzizs and his infociable Societie or 
Order. And firit of all, I obſerue awondertull:great 
wiſedome inthis Spariſh Souldierz and eſpecially one 
among many others, which is, thetatherly car&Hhe had 
of the future good c{tate,and propagarion of his Order: 
For ( as Ribadencira faith ) he was verie carefull, and 
wonderfully prouident for his {pirityall babes the /eſie- 
ites,1n thole things that concerned their Kitehenztiand 
| thedict of their palat ; whereby the prouidenice of. the 
holy lame Saint is much to be commended 2 for { faith 
he) the holy man did fore-ſec, that this baſe begging 
from doore to doore to get their liuing, would be a 
great hinderance vntothe {tudyes and dguotion of hs 
Diſciples the /eſaites. And therefore he would intime 
prouide for their future maintenance : and ſo obtained 
of the Pope, a diſpenſation for his holy Children, to

he were a poore begger, his charitie was ſuch'to his 
Soctetze, that he would haue them to line like Kings and 
Pruices.

Hence ( by a longexperiencc) I obſerue thatall Or- 
ders of Aonkes and Fryers, at the firſt (becaufe they 
would deceiue the world with their pretended, and 
counterfeit auſteritie,and holinefle of life) doe profeſſe 
to lead a veric ftrict religious life, vntill ſuchtime, as 
they kaue enriched themfelues ;andthen (becauſe rhey 
would line at caſe, as hauing all things at their tom-
